Peat Records Coming 


Furniture from coffee beans, 
music records from peat, and 
stabilizers against sea-sickness 
are but a few of the latest in- 
ventions from the workshops of 
science, Throughout the world, 
inventive minds are constantly 
thinking up new devices, 

The Russians, worrled by this 
boorn in the Western Hemis- 
phere, have sent industria] spies 
to gain possession of as many 
patent secrets as pessible. 

Surplus stocks of Brazilian 
coffee have in the past been a 
continual source of irritation to 
planters and wholesale exporters 
alike—and it will be remembered 
that during the wartime ship- 
ping shortage, coffee beans were 
often dumped into the sea—but 
technicians recently pooled ideas, 
and the upshot of their experi- 
ments is a new process of furni- 
ture production, 

The beans are converted into 
a tough “mass” by the addition 
of another substance, and the 
agglomeration simply pressed 
into shape, 

Experts maintain that “cuiice 
wardrobes” and similar articles 
compare favorably with their 
wooden counterparts. 


Gramaphone 
Records Next 


From Bavaria comes news that 
Dr, Karl Wahn, a noted chemist, 
has developed a new raw ma- 
terial for gramophone records. 

Discs manufactured by his pro- 
cess are said to have a much 
longer span of rotation, aud an 
improved sound reproduction. 
What is more, production costs 
are reckoned to be lower. 

The basic material is ordinary 
peat. 

A German inventor has intro- 
duced a flat-iron which can be 
used for an hour without heating. 
This will mean a slashing of the 
electricity bill. 


In his ‘calculations, the tech- 
nician reckoned that in the 
ordinary way at least 70 per 
cent, of an iron’s heat was lost 


through the whole body of the 
artis 8 becoming hot and

radiating warmth where K was 
not required. 

He found that by binding in- 
sulating material of a certain 
type around the flat-iron, 90 per 
cent, .of the generated heat 
could be employed where it was 
required, é 

Electric power need only be 
switched on for 10 minutes and 
the insulator prevents the 

warmth from escaping, This will 
give 50 minutes’ “free” froning. 

Of great interest is a British 
stabilizer invention, which incor- 
porites two “wings,” one on 
either side of a ship, to prevent 
rolling, which is the main cause 
of sea-sickness. 

Many motorists have dreamed 
of a fluid that will replace 
petrol, but a Munich Inventor, 
Hans Gebhard, thinks that he 


has found that water can liter-. 


ally provide the solution, 

Clearly no engine will develop 
a driving power on water alone, 
for some sort of gas is needed 
and Gebhard’s invention is based 
on the use of acetylene, al- 
though experts told him it was 
too dangerous because this gas 
is highly explosive in concen- 
trated form. 


Peat Plays 
Part In It 


Gebhard's invention consists 
of a contraption containing peat, 
which is fixed to the “choke.” 
Heated by the fume ejector, the 
peat begins to smoulder, and the 
resulting smoke, together with 
steam, is led into a pipe filled 
with acetylene, 

Such a fusion cuts out ail 
danger of explosion, and the gas 
mixture is still 2,000 calories 
ahead of petrol, thereby enabling 
a vehicle to develop a much 
faster speed, 

Gebhard claims his gas to be 
so effective that frequent gear 
chenging will be unnecessary. 

One and a half gallons of 
water, six pieces of peat and a 
few pounds of acetylene pro- 
ducing chemicals will, he says, 
power a vehicle for 60 miles, and 
reduce the fuel costs by two- 


thirds, 


World Food Pictw’e 
In Map Form Soon 


What William the Conqueror 
did for England, nearly 900 years 
ago, modern scientists are pro- 
posing to do for the whole world, 

William’s famous Domesday 
Book, stili preserved at the Pub- 
lic Records Office, London, was 
a detailed survey of England. 
Prepared by teams of officers 
whom he had sent all over the 
country, it gave him a compre- 
hensive picture of the territory 
which his armies had conquered, 
and enabled a co-ordinated plan 
for the administration of Eng- 
land to be evolved. 

Today, experts of several na- 
tions are planning to produce a 
similar survey of the entire land 
surface of the globe. An inter- 
national congress has been held 
at Lisbon to discuss the idea, and 
a commission has been appointed 
to investigate the ways in which 
the 20th-century Domesday Book 
might be got together. 


Food Problem 
Uppermost 


Recognizing that the problems 
of world food supplies are likely 
to cause increasing concern, 
scientists have pointed out that 
our present knowledge of what 
they term “world land use” is 
comparatively meagre. 

In other words, it is plain that 
we cannot extend the world's 
larders unless we have more de- 
tailed facts about the uses to 
which land all over the globe is 
at present being put. We also 
want to know which territories 
are already producing to cap- 
acity, and to locate those which 
can be further developed without 
much difficulty. 

Whilst it is true that the 
United Nations have a Food and 
Agricultural Organization, in con- 
necion with which a compre- 
hensive census of world crops is 
being prepared, the 
ternational Domesday Book will 
go further 

It will consist mainly of large- 
scale maps, on which will be 
clearly marked the uses to which

Present Maps 
Unreliable 


All previous world-wide sur- 
veys for that purpose have been 
restricted to statistics, or the re- 
sults have been shown on only 
smill-scale maps. 

Further, where such maps do 
exist, they lose much of their 
value because they do not em- 
ploy the same system of classi- 
fication, and they are not afl re- 
liable and kept up-to-date. 

But uniform surveys, trans- 
lated into maps and colored in 
accordance with u scheme inter- 
nationally agreed upon, would 
enable a proper picture of the 
world’s agricultural resources to 
be obtained. 

Such maps would immediately 
reveal, by their contrasting col- 
ors, just which regions @fre un- 
der-developed when compared 
with neighboring areas. 

A system of coloring has been 
carefully devised, reserving dif- 
ferent tints for horticultural, 
land, areas used for perennial 
crops, grazing land, permanent 
pasture, different kinds of for- 
ests, scrub and swamp. For all 
land at present unproductive, it 
is suggested that grey should be 
used, 

Thus, the present and future 
resources of the land surface of 
the globe would be evident at 
once. Regions not yet fully ex- 
ploited would stand out on the 
maps, and by noting whether ad- 
joining territory is being put to 
good use, scientists could quickly 
determine whethér the under- 
productive areas might be made 
to give a higher yield.
